The Kitchen Cabinet.

we have sugar and flour, spices and 
herbs, space for our baking tins, cus 
tard cups, and casseroles, and baking 
dishes, mixing bowls, and all their rel- 
atives. The table. part is fine. when 
we have a cake to ice, or a layer cake 
to put together, or a salad mixture, or 
something similar to set out and com- 
bine together. 

We can make our ples here with a 
minimum of motion, for the. pie tins 
are here, and there we may knead 
bread or riake biscuits, but it ts not 
suited to every cooking operation; as 
we sometimes hear it is.
